CHARIS KALANTZIS 
has received the hero 
treatment following 
his fine performances 
in the World Youth 
Championship 
Oceania qualifying 
series. 

The youngster hit 
the headlines with his 
destructive attacking 
style on the left side of 
Sydney Olympic’s for- 
ward-line, which led to 
him quite correctly be- 
ing_regarded as a key 
man in Australia's 
WYC campaign. 

And now the call is 
out for senior national 
team boss Frank Arok 
to recruit Kalantzis for 
Australia's World Cup 
matches which start in 
September. 

Kalanizis is a throw- 
back to the old-style 
winger, a player who 
can beat an opponent 
with ease and hit a 
pin-point cross to the 
centre. 


But he is more than — 


that. Having grown up 
in an era when win- 
gers have become too 
extravagant in the 
eyes of many 
coaches, he has learnt 
to get into the penalty 
area and score goals. 

His exploits for 
Olympic and the 
Young Socceroos 
have made him the lat- 
est pin-up boy of Syd- 
ney’s Greek suppor- 
ters. 

Yet Kalantzis must 
learn to cope with this 
adulation if he is to go 
on with the job, for, as 
in any walk of life, 
there will be disap- 
pointments ahead. 

He need look no 
further than to one of 
his Sydney Olympic 
team-mates.

Farina hasn't any aspirations to return at the 
end of the Australian domestic season. 

“My main priority is to make the Australian 
team for the World Cup elimination matches 
later this season,” the former Canberra Ar- 
rows star said. 

“Australia comes first. I've played for Aus- 
tralia at World Youth Cup level and now I want 
to repeat this feat with the senior side. 

“T can always go back and trial with 
Portsmouth again.” 

While most players would give anything to 
join a professional English club, Farina wasn’t 
over-enthused. 

“Sure it was great, but I didn’t go over the 
moon about it” he said. 

“In one game in the reserves we played 
against a Tottenham team that boasted such 
stars as Garth Crooks, Glen Hoddle, Ossie 
Ardiles and Mike Hazard.

WOLLONGONG CITY Youth international 
Alex Bundalo doesn’t like the cold weather 
but he can’t wait to get to Russia with the 
Young Socceroos in August for the World 
Youth Championship.

“THINGS can only get easier” was the attitude adopted by Brisbane City officials as the 
club prepared for its opening NSL clash with Lions at Spencer Park. 


The club’s board, many of them experienc- 
ing their first season as soccer adminis- 
trators, have faced and overcome one prob- 
lem after another in the pre-season months. 

But now with the season proper set to kick- 
off, the club hopes all the difficulties are 
behind them. 

‘The events at Spencer Park that have grab- 
bed the headlines in recent weeks include: 
© Captain Frank Pimblett failed to front for 
pre-season training and was subsequently 
suspended for two weeks and a further match 
for each extra week he stayed away. Pimblett 
still has not fronted and looks set to sit out the 
season. 

Stopper Frank Liddell refused to return 
from Scotland until he was given a lucrative 
long-term contract. City remained firm that 
they would not negotiate by telephone and if 
he was not prepared to return to Australia on 
his own undertaking, the club was not in- 
terested. Liddel’s re-entry visa expired a 
week ago and City now are likely to de- 
register the defender to give the club a valu- 
able visa’ place. 

® Utility player Luciano Fabrizio left for 
Canberra in a widely-publicised $10,000 deal. 
Within days the former Young Socceroo 
squad member was back in Brisbane and 
signed with City for another season. 

Former Canberra player Alan Reis trial- 
led with City after he was transferred in hi 
work to Brisbane. City were to swap Fabrizio 
for Reis and cash but when Fabrizio returned 
to Brisbane, Reis transfer fee suddenly went 
from $6,200 to $8,000. 


© Former Western Suburbs (Victoria) 
striker Jed Stenson made a big impact in early 
trials with City, but last week City were ad- 
vised that Stenson no longer had permission 
to play or train with the Brisbane club. Furth- 
ermore, attempts by City to sign Stenson for 
$6,000 ran into trouble when his visa and 
registration situation could not be clarified by 
the Victorian Soccer Federation. 

e Another Victorian, Mark Wilson of North- 
cote, had to be turned away by City, despite 
impressive displays, because the club was 
over-stocked with visa players. Following the 
signing of Brazilian Roberto Lettieri, who was 
expected to arrive this week, and Victorian 
Andy Hodgson, City had a place only for 
Stenson — if they de-registered Liddell. 

“A lot of things have happened and we have 
learned a lot. Although from the outside it 
might have looked as if the club was disorgan- 
ised, we were actually just taking our time to 
ensure we acted in the best interest of our 
team and our supporters,” City president John 
Ciavarella said. 

While things are starting to settle now at 

Spencer Park, coach Tony Lownds and his 
team look to have a job ahead of them to 
better the woeful City performances of the 
past three years. City have not finished any 
higher than third last in the past three 
seasons. 
‘We are rebuilding but there is plenty of 
spirit in the side. Everyone is giving me 100 
percent effort and that is all I can ask. I am 
sure we will surprise a few sides this season,” 
Lownds said. 


ROBINS ATTACKS 
DEFENSIVE PLAY 


BRISBANE coach Fred Robins has ac- 
cused Queensland coaches of being too 
defensive and stifling their players. 


Robins, who is to pick a team to play Ipswich 
in a revival of the annual inter-city clash on 
March 31, wants the coaches to forget about 
winning pre-season tournaments. 

He has appealed to them to preach football 
in the QSF’s XXXX tournament, which has 
resumed following the power crisis. 

Robins will use the XXXX to finalise his 
Brisbane squad. 

‘The former Mount Gravatt Premier League 
coach and state assistant coach was aghast at 
some of the tactics he saw in the recently- 
completed Silver Boot pre-season tournament 
at Richlands. 

“Teams packed their defences in the Silver 
Boot; they were frightened to lose. If that is 
the case in pre-season what will they be like 
three games into the fixtures?” he asked. 

“There was too much emphasis on winning 
and most teams were not trying things. Play- 
ers did not have a chance to show what they 
could do. And for that reason, outside of the 
two National League teams, no-one stood out 
in the Silver Boot as a Brisbane selection 
certainty.” 

Unfortunately for Robins, NSL players are 
not eligible for the Brisbane team, which 
meets Ipswich, to be coached by former Bris- 
bane City player Ian Johnston, at Bundamba.

THREAT TO BOOT 
OUT LIONS COMP 


BRISBANE LIONS intend to tackle the Queensland Soccer Federa- 
tion management committee yet again — and this time they have 


plenty of support. 


Lions officials are 
fuming over a threat 
last week by QSF 
president Ian Brusas- 
co to ban the club’s 
Silver Boot Cup pre- 
season tournament, 
which was a huge 
success this year. 

The Silver Boot at- 
tracted big crowds 
and at times pro- 
duced some good 
football over four 
weeks at Lions’ Rich- 
lands Stadium. 

At the same time 
the QSF's night 
XXXX pre-season 
competition, officially 
the major pre-season 
tournament in 
Queensland, failed to 
get off the ground for 
more than a week be- 
cause of the state’s 
power crisis which 
resulted in bans on 
sport floodlighting. 


Three rounds of 
matches had to be re- 
scheduled and the 
management was 
considering moving 
the semi-finals and fi- 
nals back a week. 

‘The difficulty in re- 
scheduled matches 
promoted Brusasco 
to say the XXXX tour- 
nament would be the 
only pre-season com- 
petition in Queens- 
land next year. 

“But for the power 
strike, there would 
have been no prob- 
lems. He (Brusasco) 


is wrong to blame us 
for postponed XXXX 
matches. The man- 
agement committee 
is supposed to be 
promoting soccer not 
preventing it,” Lions 
president John Mor- 
cus said. 

“We notified the 
QSF well in advance 
and agreed to. their 
request to have the 
competition finalised 
by February 23. The 
response from clubs 
to play in the Silver 
Boot tournament was 
tremendous and I am 
sure they all want to 
play in it again. 

“I think it is our 
democratic right 
within the Federation 
to hold a pre-season 
competition as long 
as it does not cut ac- 
ross QSF matches, 
and we will have a 
bigger and better 
competition next 
ear.” 

Lions, who en- 
gineered the fight 
against the manage- 
ment committee en- 
dorsed re-structuring 
proposals two years 
ago, intend to take 
their lastest fight to 
the Council of Clubs 
again. 

The Council must 
endorse any manage- 
ment committee and 
Lions believe they 
have the support of 
clubs which played in 
the Silver Boot to ral- 


ly enough voting 
strength to block any 
ban. 

But even if the 
management com- 
mittee is successful 
in outlaying the Silver 
Boot, Morcus is de- 
termined the compet- 
ition will go ahead. 

“If necessary we 
will call it the Austra- 
lian Silver Boot and 
invite teams from 
Toowoomba and the 
Gold and Sunshine 
Coasts. We might 
even get a sponsor 
and bring up a club 
like Marconi,’’ he 
said.

THE successful “youth explosion” in Austraian soccer is not an overnight happening but 
the result of careful and adroit planning by the ASF and its president Sir Arthur George. 


The magnificent feat 
that has made the 
world sit up and take 
notice is that we have 
become the first na- 
tion in worldwide foot- 
ball to have our Under 
16 and Youth team 
(Under 20) qualified 
for their relative World 
Championship Finals 
to be played later this 
year. 


This is an achieve- 
ment that has been 
worked for diligently 
by Sir Arthur George 
and the ASF since 
1978. 

That year saw the 
start of Australian 
soccer's now- 
successful youth poli- 
cy, when our Youth 
team, under the di- 
rection of then na- 
tional coach Rudi 
Gutendorf, mounted 
its first World Youth 
Championship cam- 


paign. 

Two years previ- 
ously this series had 
kicked off in Tunisia 
— a tournament that 
was by invitation only 
and Australian youth 
football at that time 
didn’t rate an invite. 

The 1978+79 ven 
ture to get to the Fi- 
nals in Japan failed in 
far away Paraguay, 
but it was the start of 
something big. 

Since then ‘our 
Youth team heve 
made every Final 
series — in Australia 
in 1981, in Mexico in 
1983 and now 
Russia. 


Throughout the 
wonderful and suc- 
cessful years, I have 
had the great plea- 
sure and honour of 
being with the Youth 
teams on most of 
their overseas cam- 
paigns to relay their 
great deeds back 
home to Australia. 

The first attempt 
for glory failed in 
South America sim- 
ply because it’s near 
impossible for any 
team in the world to 
win in Paraguay. 

Australia had a 
marvellous team that 
year and included 
players who have 
since gone on to big- 
ger and better things,

THE use of grids can go a long way to solving a problem many coaches 
have — LIMITED SPACE AT TRAINING. 

By using grids, coaches are able to organise quickly and efficiently and 
are able to combine the coaching of techniques and skills along with 
organised games. 

A grid is usually 10 x 10 metres and so permutations can satisfy many 
practices depending on the size of the group and the transfer from 
techniques to skill training. 

Cones or markers can be used, although if a designated area is always 
available, it is a good idea to have permanent markings. 


Assuming most squads have 16 players, here are some examples of 
practices that can be used:
